Washington, May 24.—Hvolution 
will be the center of what promises 
to be a bitter fight between modern- 
ists and fundamentalists of the north- 


ern Baptist church, which opens its 
annual convention here Tuesday. 


Fundamentalists will take their 
fight to the floor of the convention for 
a declaration against evolution, sim- 
ilar to that adopted by the southern 
Baptists several days ago. So deep is 
the feeling evidenced by fundamen- 
talists at the preliminary meetings 


here that an open schism’ within the’ 


organization is in some 
quarters, 

The leaders of the modernists, Rey. 
Harry Emerson Fosdick and John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., who attends Fos- 
dick’s Park Avenue Baptist church in 
New York, were scored by fundamen- 
talist speakers who came here before- 
hand for the meeting of the Baptist 
Bible Union of North America, a fun- 
damental organization, The campaign 
against the modernists was mapped 
out at this meeting, which has lasted 
| several days. 

Unseat Modernists. 

The first step in this campaign will 
be an effort to unseat modernist dele- 
gates representing the liberal wing of 
the church, centered in the Park Ave- 
nue church. The fundamentalists 

closed their ranks for the battle Mon- 

day with a resolution unanimously 
adopted by the Bible union urging the | ® 
fundamentalists band together agianst 
any compromise with modernists and 
“purge the church” of modernist ¢ele- 
ments. Other resolutions will be 
taken before the convention, which 
probably will provoke controversy. 

Modernists arriving Monday for the 
convention, watching the final ses- 
sion of the Bible union from the wings, 
claimed that the demands of the hide- 
bound fundamentalists would meet 
with a cool reception from the con- 
vention, saying that liberal elements 
will be in the majority. 

The vigorous and  denunciatory 
speeches of the fundamentalists, how-

ever, indicated there will be a bitter | 


fight. 


Fosdick and Rockefeller are working | 


together to overthrow the Baptist 
church, according to Dr. John Roach 
Straton, of New York, leader of the 
fundamentalists. He described chari- 
ty prize fights and charity balls in 
New York, which he said were spon- 
sored by modernist churches and cén- 


doned by modernist preachers. As a 
climax, he declared that Rockefeller 
had been the “leading -patron” of a 
charity baH, which was under the re- 
ligious offices and with the full con- 
nivance of modernist preachers, at 
which there were the usual “styles of 
undress” and which was featured hy 
a number staged by Broadway chorus 
girls. 

“Shame! 
shouted. 

“A book could be written about the 
leadership of modernist preachers in 
worldiness and Juxury,” traton said, 

“Destruction is coming through these 
things. The faith of the people is 
being destroyed.” 


Literal Interpretation. 


Straton and other speakers demand- 
ed a literal interpretation of the Bi- 
ble as necessary to preserve the church 
depleting the teaching of evolution. 

“Modernism is positively anti-Chris- 
tion, and anti-religious,” Straton said. 

He described Fosdick as “the most

Tennessee Magistrate Di- 
rects City Attorney of 
Chattanooga to Discon- 
tinue Destruction. 


Knoxville, Tenn., May 24.—Destruc- 
tion of buildings on Cattanooga prop- 
erty owned and leased out by the 
state of Georgia to the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad, 
was abruptly ordered halted tonight 
by directions issued by Judge Thomp- 
son, of the Tennessee court of ap- 
peals, to the city attorney of Chat- 
tanooga for discontinuance of the 
strong-arm methods with which the 
Tennessee community twice has as- 
sailea structures on this Georgia 
property. 

Judge .Thompson issued the order 
for discontinuance of destruction to 
the city attorney when a petition for 
supersedeas was presented to the mag- 
istrate here tonight by George M. Na- 
pier, attorney general of Georgia. 
Judge Thompson set the hearing for 
June 3.

CHATTANOOGA AGREES 
TO JUDGE’S ORDER. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 24.—(4)— 
Chattanooga, through Attorney Byrom 
EK. Tatum, agreed today to an order 
to stop work extending Broad and 
Eleventh streets through property 
owned by the state of Georgia on con- 
dition that the Tennessee court of ap- 
peals would not grant a plea for writ 
of supersedeas without a public hear- 
ing. 

Chattanooga counsel requested Judge 
Neal Thompson not to grant a writ of 
supersedeas without hearing the city’s 
side of the case and prayed for a hear- 
fing tomorrow. In order. to suit the 
convenience of attorneys of both ‘sides, 
i the hearing was set for Thursday, 
June 38. 


Attorney General George M. Napier 
went to Knoxville, Tenn., Monday to 
file the petition for supefsedeas in 
the Tennessee court of appeals to re- 
strain the city of Chattanooga from 
making further attempts to open 
Broad street and Eleventh street in 
that city over state-owned property, 
following a conference in Chattanooga 
'Monday morning with attorneys as- 
sisting the state of Georgia in its 
| ease. 


Napier Confident. 

Prior to his departure; Attorney 
| General Napier expressed confidence 
‘that he would succeed in obtaining 
a supersedeas from the court of ap- 
peals on the same grounds in which 
a similar order recently wag granted 
by the supreme court of fhat state. 
The supreme court Saturday upheld a 
contention of the city of Chattanooga 


that jurisdiction in the case lay with 
the court of appeals instead of with 
the supreme court. In making this 
decision the supreme court vacated 
its order and city officials of Chat- 
tanooga immediately resumed work 
tearing down buildings on the property 
of the state of Georgia. The demoli- 
tion halted by the supersedeas order 
first granted by the supreme court, 
began again. 
Might Lease Rights. 

The state of Georgia, which leased 
its property to the Nashville-Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad for a 
term of fifty years, is seeking to have 
the state’s rights at the end of this 
lease preserved. It is contended by the 
state of Georgia that these rights will 
be lost if the street is opened up with- 
out any agreements to this effect be- 
ing concluded between the city of 
Chattanooga and the state of Georgia. 

In dispatches from Chattanooga it 
was stated Monday that officials of 
that city were continuing their work 
of tearing down buildings to make 
the necessary openings for the pro- 
posed street extensions.

opponent, W. J. Guild, of Murray- 
field, five down at the ninth, and 
won easily, 3 and 2. 


Ouimet Wins Easiiy. 

Francis Quimet, of Brookline, drew 
a sizeable. gallery although his oppo- 
nent, F. W. Williamson, of Carlisle 
City, was no match for him, and suc- 
combed, 7 to 6. 

The gallery of about 1,000 paid half 
crowns, which equal about 50 cents 
as an entrance fee for the first time 
in any British championship, Ihe tick- 
ets consisted of large sqdare card- 
boards with safety pins so thet they 
could be fastened to the coat lapels. 
Many of the Scotch fans, saving their 
six pences for the later rounds were 
not present today.

Frontera, Mex., May 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—American members of _ the 
Central American Exploration expe- 
dition. organized by J. L. Phillips, of 
Georgia, arrived here by river steamer 
from Saltodeagua, after having pene- 
trated the wild lands of Chiapas, 100 
kilometors farther than white man 
ever trod before. 

The expedition dismissed its mule 
pack and army of Indias at Salto aft- 
er having literally cut its way across 
the mountains to Palenque, the buried 
capital of the Maya nation that tri- 
umphed in culture before the Chris- 
tian era.

More than 
20 witnesses were examined by the 
grand jury before adjournment. 

Boyles, who uncovered the liquor 
ring sensations at Mobile two years 
ago, was recently rejected by the 
United States senate for reappoint. 
ment. Among those testifying against 
him at the senate hearing was Judge 
Ervin, also J. W. John, assistant 
United States attorney here. 

John Placed in Charge. 

Before the grand jury convened to- 
day, Judge Ervin served an order on 
Boyles to show cause why he should 
not be barred from the courtroom. This 
was made returnable June 2. Later 
in the day, when the grand jury con- 
vened, Judge Ervin placed J. W. John 
in charge of the prosecution. Jolin, 
since he testified in the Boyles hear- 
ing at Washiagton, has been dismissed 
from the government service by the 
department of justice, but was called 
back into service by Judge Ervin to- 
day.

Georgia Laws Govern Op- |

Brokers indicted by the Fulton 
county grand jury for alleged viola- 
tion of the Georgia anti-bucket shop 
law probably will be placed on trial 
within the next week or 80, it was an- 
nounced Monday from Solicitor Gen- 
eral John A. Boykin’s office following 
information that the United States 
supreme court had refused to uphold 
the brokers in their efforts to restrain 
enforcement of the statute. 

The Charles E. Fenner case, which 
was taken before the supreme court 
and decided against the brokers Mon- 
day, was a “test case,” it is pointed 
out. The result is slated to determine 
the manner in which other brokers 
will be treated regarding the cotton | 
futures law. 

Dispatches from Washington stated 
that the effort on the part of Fenver 
and other brokers to enjoin enforce- | 
ment of the law on the ground that 
they were operating exclusively under 
the United States cotton’ futures act 
was denied. 

A plea for temporary txdunction to 
restrain Solicitor General John A. 
Boykin from proceeding before the 
Fulton County grand jury in an ef- 
fort to indict Atlanta brokers for al- 
leged violation of the cotton future 
act of Georgia was denied on Decem- 
ber 11, 1924, by Judge Samuel Sibley 
in federal district court here. 

Following the denial, the grand jury 
returned indictments against 29 other 
managers of New York and New Or- 
leans cotton concerns one viola- 
tion of the Georgia law prohibiting 
dealing in cotton futures on margin. 
The number of indictments returned 
reached over 200. 

In denying the injunction, Judge 
Sibley’s order contained a provision 


that should the indictments be return- 
ed, an injunction could be sought

Case Is Appealed. 


| The injunction was granted, and the |

BEAVERS SLATED [TWO WOMEW HURT 


10 RESUME POST 
SOMETIME TODAY 


Deposed for Two Years, 
Former Police Chief Is 
Ready To Take His Of- 
fice Again. 


— 


James L. Beavers, ousted from. his 
post as chief of police in April, 1924, 
is expected to be chief again before 
another nightfall. 

This announcement followed a rul- 
ing Monday by City Attorney James 
L. Mayson to the effect that when 
the remittitur of the appellate court 
of Georgia reaches Fulton county 
court officials Beavers will be auto- 
matically reinstated as head of the 
department. 

Chief Beavers expressed gratifica- 
tion at Mr. Mayson’s ruling Monday 
night and said he was ready to as- 
sume his duties as soon as the court 
order is received. 

Mr. Mayson gave this opinion to 
Alderman William B. Hartsfield, 
chairman of the police committee, 
when Mr. Hartsfield asked for the 
law on this specific point. 

“There is no obstacle in the way 
of Beavers’ return so far as I know,” 
Mr. Hartsfield stated, following the 
ruling of the city attorney. “The 
committee only named Acting Assis- 
tant Chief C. P. Connally as tempo- 
rary chief to fill the interim due to 
the delay in getting the remittitur 
from the high court and the retire- 
ment of Acting Chief E. L. Jett. 

Temporary Plans. 

“Tt was not the intention of the 
committee, so far as I know, to name 
either of the temporary officials for 
any specified time but only until the 
high court order was handed down.” 

Captain A. J. Holcomb -vas ap- 
pointed acting assistant chief at the

She contended it 
was in violation of the fifth, thirteenth 
and fourteenth amendments to the 
constitution, but Justice Sanford de- 
clared the court could find nothing 
in any of those amendments to sus- 
tain her contention, 

The fifth amendment was described 
by Justice Sanford as a limitation 
upon the powers of the general goy- 
ernment, not directed against the ac- 
tion of individuals. The thirteenth 
amendment he outlined as denounc- 
ing slavery and involuntary servitude 
but not in other matters protecting 
the individual «rights of persons of 
the negro race. 

As to the contentions raised under 
the fourteenth amendment, the opin- 
ion said it had reference only to state 
action and not to any action of pri- 
vate individuals. 

For these reasons, Justice Sanford 
said the constitutional amendments 
cited did not cover such transactions 
as that complained of and did not 
bring before the .court a question 
upon which it had jurisdiction to con- 
sider its merits. 

The decision leaves open to the 
complainant further proceedings in the

The coronamy arteries leave the 
aorta immediately beyond the aortic 
valve, so that they are likely to be 
involved in any disease process in the 
aorta close to the heart. Indeed 
there is considerable similarity — be- 
tween angina pectoris, chronic aor- 
titis, aneurism of the aorta and early 
arteriosclerosis in the region of the 
aortic valve, in respect to the causes, 
symptoms and treatment. 

In the majority of cases of trouble 
in the aorta, whatever form the trou- 
ble may take, when the trouble de- 
velops before middle age the cause is 
syphilis contracted in earlier ‘ife. 

When aortitis, aortic angurism, aor- 
tic valve disease, angina pectoris or 
sclerosis of the aorta (hardening of 
the artery) develops in a person past 
middle age, syphilis is only occasion- 
ally the cause—perhaps in less than 
10 per cent of the cases. ; 

Not a few of these cases*of aortic 
disease masquerade for a time, even 
to the end, as “indigestion.” It is well 
to know that digestion is an uncon- 
scious process and any impairment or 
delay in the digestive process never 
causes serious: illness. When your 
imagined “indigestion” becomes down- 
right distress, it is high time to quit 
fooling with that notion and call in 
a physician or surgeon or coroner or 
something. “Acute indigestion” is 
just a bit of guff a harassed doctor 
sometimes gives a green reporter or 
other annoyingly inquisitive person. 
Patients are queer—some of ‘em pre- 
fer not to publish the details of their 
private illnesses. 

Of course, this reluctance on the 
part of some people to make known 
just what ails ’em is a petty, nar- 
selfish sort of affectation based 
upon ignorance, in most instances, For 
example, people who do not know 
much about cancer are always re- 
luctant to admit that cancer has oc- 
curred in their family. No good rea- 
son for that attitude. Just ignor- 
ance. And other people are just as 
silly about acknowledging the occur- 
rence of tuberculosis in their family. 
One might imagine that there is some- 
thing shameful‘in the occurren of 
such diseases in one’s family. re 
is. But it is no more shameful ‘than 
the occurrence of gout, neuritis, ner- 
vous breakdown, obesity, heart dis- 
ease, pneumonia or any other sick- 
ness you please to mention. :

“The order came to me,’’ said Mel- 
lon, “with a statement from General 
Andrews that he had designated in 
California state officers» to cooperate 
in prohibition work and that the. ob- 
ject of the order was to regularize 
that. Without this order that was 
unauthorized. I asked whether the 
idea was to make general application 
of it and Andrews said not but that 
he might use it in some other places. 
Then I inquired into its legality and 
found it legal. It has no possible 
infringement on the _ constitution. 
State rights are not inyolved as it 
won't be done in any state that ob- 
jects to it. The question lies entirely 
with the state. As far as constitu- 
tionality is concerned, the prohibition 
law places concurrent jurisdiction 
with the state.’’ 

Karlier in the day Andrews admitted 
the dangers of placing federal power 
in the hands of local officials over 
whom he does not have full control 
and gave assurance that this authority 
will be used sparingly. 

“In my opinion,’’ declared Senator 
Robinson, minority leader of the sen- 
ate, “this is the worst blow that has 
been aimed against prohibition al- 
though perhaps it is not intended as 
such.

In deciding two cases from Pennsyl- 
vania the court, in a ruling read by 
Justice Stone, held that the whiske 
sales records required by the prohibi- 
tion enforcement act apply only to 
those persons holding government ne 
mits to sell intoxicating liquors. The 
ruling was in the cases of Jacob Katz, 
George Senn and Herman Feurstein, 
and it denied the right of the govern- 
ment to prosecute bootleggers and their 
customers for failure to provide lists 
of illegal transactions. 

Action of the trial court in quash- 
ing indictments against the men charg- 
ing conspiracy to violate the law in 
the sale of whiskey for the Stewart 
Distilling company without making a 
permanent record was sustained in the 
decision. 

That the supreme court is having 
difficulty in unraveling the many cases 
coming to it as a result of the pro- 
hibition law was indicated today when 
it ordered reargued two cases involv- 
ing the right of the government to con- 
fiscate automobiles being purchased on 
the deferred payment and used in the 
illegal transportation of liquor.

FOUR PRISONERS 
SLAIN IN’ FLiGnT 


Pine Bluff, Ark., May 24.—(4)— 
Four prisoners at the state farm in 
Tucker were shot and instantly killed 
here late today by two trusty guards 
in one of the boldest breaks for lib- 
erty ever known to the farm. 

The men were Jack Wade, John 
Birchfield, Benny Casey and Loyd 
Jewell, two of whom were life-termers. 

Working in a cotton field at the 
farm, the quartet claimed sickness and 
were turned over to the trusties to be 
carried to a hospital. Reaching near- 
by woods, the men made a break, the 
guards opening fire. Two shetguns 


and two pistols were emptied by the 
trusties. The men were dead when 
the guards reached them. 

According to Superintendent Dee 
Horton of the state farm tonight, the 
break for liberty today was the 
twelfth made by the men within the 
past year. They have made several 
attempts to escape at night, and al- 
ways worked together, he said. 

Superintendent Horton would not 
reveal the names of the guards who 
did the shooting. He said that the 


guards told him while in a small neck 


of the woods one of the men made a 
signal with his hands, and the other 
three nodded their: heads and started 
off on a run. 

One guard, on a horse, opened fire 
with his shotgun, but the man on 
the ground used his pistol. After 
emptying these fireorms they alter- 
nated, one firing a pistol and the other 
a gun. 

All of the convicts dropped within 
100 yards of the guards and died be- 
fore the latter reached them. 


DRY LAW ACTION 


Pensacola. Fla. May 24-—()— 
Broader recognition of the activities 
of women in the church and a defi- 
nite pronouncement on the question 
of temperance marked today’s ses- 
sions of thé geperal assembly of the 
Presbyterian church in the United 


States. 

With only a few dissenting votes 
the assembly reaffirmed its declara- 
tion of 1916 that while women shall 
not be permitted to preach, their oth- 
er activities may be left to the dis- 
cretion of the sessions and consciences 
éf consecrated Christian women. —_ 

This action was regarded as a dis- 
tinct victory for forces in the assem- 
bly favoring greater recognition _of 
woman, last year’s assembly having 
reaffirmed a declaration of 1880 on 
this question without regard to the 
later and more liberal interpretation 
of 1916. 

Temperance Question. 

The question of temperance came 
before the assembly on an overture 
from the Atlanta presbytery inspired 
by “the desperate effort being made 
to undermine respect for law and 
order and to weaken legal restrictions 
of intemperance.”’ 

The overture was adopted calling 
upon the executive committee of re- 
ligious education and publication In 
all courses of instruction for Sunday 
school and young people “to strongly 
emphasize the need for temperance 
and to show the danger of alcohol as 
a curse to mankind.” 

The action of the assembly today 
lays ‘‘upon the consciences of all mem- 
bers of its churches the peculiarly ur- 
gent duty at this time to be true In 
life and in testimony in the supreme 
efforts now being made to deliver our 
land from the age-long curse of al- 
cohol and its attendant evils.”’

Ousted in 1924.

Fulton 
superior court. held that the firing of 
the chief for alleged failure to observe 
the rules of the department was legal, 
but the Georgia appellate court in a 
decision handed down about 10 days 
ago, held that the rule was “indefi- 
nite and, therefore, that Beavers was 
illegally discharged.” 

It was rumored that if there was 
any delay in placing Beavers at the 
head of the department as soon as 
the court order is issued mandamus 
proceedings will be instituted immedi- 
ately in his behalf. It also --as said 
that if council attempts to prevent 
payment of about $8,900 in salary, 
which the chief claims is due him 
from the time he was ousted until his 
reinstatement, a similar action will 
be taken. His attorneys said they 
preferred to “let matters taken their 
course without making any prema- 
ture announcements.”

Those 
who favor southern delivery on New 
York contracts are now organizing to 
secure the adoption of a plan that will 
give effect to their proposal. 

It is claimed that a large majority 
of the cotton trade approve of south- 
ern delivery but it has its opponents 
and precipitate action upon a question 
so important is unlikely. . 

Therefore the indications are that 
the attention of the trade during the 
next two or three months will be 
diverted from the questions that usu- 
ally occupy it to the proposed legisla- 
tion. The result may be comparative 
inactivity for it is hard for a crowd 
to think of two things at once. 

But the detached observer cannot 
fail to be impressed with the steadi- 
ness of new crops. It may be due to 
the neglect of the market or to an in- 
herent confidence in the value of cot- 
ton at present prices. A plausible ex- 
planation of it is difficult as the 
statistical situation appears to be 
bearish and crop news is generally fa- 
vorable. It is nevertheless a fact which 
cannot be ignored and of which some 
manufacturers appear to be taking 
cognizance by contracting for at least 
a portion of the cotton that they will 
require next season.

May Be Reported 
To House Again 


Washington, May 24—(P)— While 
nothing was done in a legislative way 
on farm relief in the house today, it 
still was a live issue among members 
and reference was made to it on the 


floor. 

Representative Fulmer, democrat, 
South Carolina, told the house that the 
agriculture committee of which he is 
a member, might again report the Hau- 
gen price stabilization bill, which was 
defeated past Friday. He said 15 
members of the committee were be- 
hind the measure while only three fa- 
vyored the Tincher credit bill and two 
the OCurtis-Aswell commodity market- 
ing measure which were before the 
house simultaneously with the Haugen 
bill, but were withdrawn before a 
vote was reached. It is only necer- 
sary “for the committee to get togeth- 
er,’ he added, “for the farmers to 
obtain relief.” 

The agriculture committee held a 
meeting today but farm relief was not 
mentioned.

Washington, ang 2 24.—(/)—Chief 
Justice McCoy, in District of Colum- 
bia supreme court, today declined to 
enjoin the shipping board from com- 
pletion of its sale of five ships of 
the Admiral Oriental line to R. Stan- 
ley DoHar. 


Justice McCoy held that Dollar had 
gained no advantage in the bidding 
and overruled the contention of north- 
western interests opposing the sale 
that Dollar knew before they did of 
changes made by the shipping board in 
the bid specifications.
